posed that a distinct and separate grant of 
£'3flu0 should be inntie to enlarge and 
repair the college, and provide suitable 
accommodation for the professors and 
students— the buildiur> to be kept in re- 
pair hy the Board of Works in Irelarn3,iri 
the same way aa other public institutions.
